Strong Argentine Demand Features Scottish Event 


Tue PERTH February Show and Sale of 
Aberdeen-Angus Pedigree Cattle—-the great 
event of the breed’s year in the British Isles 
—was the most successful from the point of 
view of aggregate and average in the his- 
tory of the Society. 

One hundred and twenty-two females and 
426 bulls were sold for a grand aggregate 
of $521,740. (Editor’s Note: Secretary 
Keith’s figures in pounds sterling have been 
changed into dollars on the basis of a $2.81 
exchange rate). This gave an average of 
$415.06 for the females, which was more 
than $177 higher than the average for 97 
females in 1953, and of $1,477.78 for the 
bulls, showing an increase of $493.69 on 
1953 when the same number of bulls were 
sold, and, still more significant, of $320.34 
on the previous record average for bulls 
made in 1952. 

Despite this very high average, the top 
prices were not records and in fact, al- 
though more animals sold at four figures, 
the main support of the higher average 
came on a lower level. It was the bulls for 
commercial purposes that made the most 
animated trade and for the older classes 
bulls of this kind started off on an initial 
bid that was higher than the final bids in 
previous years. 

This remarkable demonstration of confi- 
dence in the Aberdeen-Angus bull for com- 
mercial purposes is being shown on the eve 
of the change over from rationed beef and 
controlled selling of meat to a free market 
when the butcher and the public will be able 
to get what they are prepared to pay for 
and as, before the War, Aberdeen-Angus 
beef was the kind that made substantially 
higher prices than any other, it is evident 
that producers of beef have not forgotten 
what free marketing will mean when it re- 
turns in the summer. 

Another feature of the sale was the 
spirited buying for Argentina where in the 
last year or two the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
has expanded at a tremendous rate and 
where at present the Aberdeen-Angus Cor- 
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poracion is enrolling new members at about 
70 a month, Last year the registration of 
Aberdeen-Angus at 21,000 calves was sev- 
eral thousands higher than that of the 
Shorthorn which hitherto has been regard- 
ed as the dominant breed in the Argentine. 

For many years the Angus in that coun- 
try were confined to the poor pasture of the 
pampas. Even there they did so well that 
they commanded better prices in the meat 
markets than other breeds fetched on bet- 
ter land. Gradually the Angus have been 
making their way into the good land that 
stretches for hundreds of miles around 
Buenos Aires and the results are so strik- 
ing, the better returns to the producer are

so outstanding, that the expansion of the 
breed is being accelerated every year. 

Last fall also, 34 British-bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls bought by professional dealers 
in Perth and privately were sold in Buenos 
Aires at an average price of $11,802 and 
with a top of over $34,900. The effect of 
this was to bring a much larger number of 
Argentinian breeders to the Perth Sales 
where they could get a wider choice at, if 
anything, lower prices. At the sale there- 
fore it was probably not surprising that 
over 50 bulls were purchased for the Argen- 
tine and about a dozen heifers. 

The two top prices of the sale, $26,550 
and $21,240, were paid by home breeders, 
namely the higher price by Mr. Michael

This 
flashy, deep-bodied two-year-old daughter 
of Black Peer 28th of Angus Valley was 
Grand Champion Female at all three of the 
shows. This heifer, incidentally, was pur- 
chased in January at the Angus Valley sale 
by Gallagher Farms, Gainesville, Virginia, 
for $12,100. 

Bull competition, however, saw three dif- 
ferent champions in as many shows. At 
Fort Worth, making his only appearance of 
the circuit prior to going on display in the 
Hays-77 Ranch sale, Prince 105th of S. A. F. 
was crowned Grand Champion. This senior 
yearling bull, shown under the Simon An- 
gus Farm and Hays Ranch banners, has 
made an enviable record for himself. Since 
his appearance at Fort Worth, however, he 
has added another record—of the price paid 
for a half interest in a bull, Simon Angus 
Farms sold their half interest in “105th” re- 
cently to B. G. Byars Royal Oak Farms, 
Tyler, Texas, and the 4 Wynnes Angus 
Farm, Kaufman, Texas, for $115,000—a 
world’s record. 

Grand Champion bull at Houston was 
Prince 39th of Shadow Isle, an extremely 
thick son of Prince Sunbeam 249th, owned 
by M. & L. Ranch, Burnet, Texas. Black 
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Knight 95th of Angus Valley took the top 
honors at San Antonio, being shown by An- 
gus Valley Farms. The Reserve Grand 
Champion bull at the Houston and San An- 
tonio shows was Prince E, & B. 25th, owned 
by West Woodlawn Farms of Creston, IIli- 
nois. Black Knight 95th of Angus Valley 
took the reserve honors at the Fort Worth 
show. 


In female competition, the Reserve Grand 
Championship awards went to Elba 9th of 
Shadow Isle at Fort Worth and Houston, 
and to Ectessa of Sondra Lin at San An- 
tonio. Elba 9th of Shadow Isle, a daughter 
of Prince Eric of Sunbeam, is owned by 
Mecom Angus Ranch, Weston, Colorado, 
while Ectessa of Sondra Lin, sired by Erica 
Bardolin GR 5th, is owned by Simon Angus 
Farms, Madison, Kansas. The classes in all 
shows were strong and high in quality 
which made the over all competition tough. 

In the get of sire Angus Valley Farms 
won top honors at all three events on the 
get of Black Peer 28th of Angus Valley.

Decatur, Georgia 


Swap FINGER FARMS are only a short drive from downtown At- 
lanta. From the business district you drive out Ponce de Leon to 
the suburb of Decatur, down Covington Road to Wesley Chapel 
Road and then turn right. Here, in the gently rolling country of 
north central Georgia, in full view of famed Stone Mountain, sit 
Snap Finger Farms. 

The operation of Snap Finger Farms, now owned by W. Sam 
Smith, Jr., was started by Sam’s father in 1939. Sam, Sr., engaged 
in the feed business at the time, purchased 101 acres in the first 
lump. He added more land later so that the present operation now 
includes some 375 acres. Some of this land had to be cleared and 
that which was already open was poor producing, eroded and gen- 
erally run down. Landscaping and seeding programs, however, 
have put the soil back in working condition. 

The first Angus on the farm were purchased by Sam’s father 
in 1941 at various sales throughout the southeast. Additional cows 
were added from time to time at other sales and shows in the area. 
Families includd are Elba Erica, McHenry Barbara, Barbara, Geor- 
gina, Queen Mother, Pride of Aberdeen and Miss Burgess, to name 
a few. The cow herd at present is headed by Elmcrest Elba 43d, 
an Elba Erica cow who stood first in class in the 1943 Chicago 
Show Window sale and show. A granddaughter of Bell Boy M. K. 
on the sire side, she goes back to Earl Marshall 8th and Eileen- 
mere 15th on the dam side. 

First bull to be used in the herd came from the Hardwick herd 
in southeastern Tennessee, while one of the latest sires is a French 
Broad Farm calf, Evader Mercury of F. B. This calf, the first 
dropped at French Broad by their great herd sire, Cesor’s Evader 
Mercury, a three line Bandolier bred bull, was the first prize junior 
bull calf at the 1947 International Live Stock Show in Chicago. In 
1948 he was first prize at the Indiana State Fair; the Tennessee 
Viiley A & I Fair at Knoxville; and the Southeastern Worlds Fair, 
at Atlanta. At the 1948 International in Chicago he stood fifth in 
a stiong class which was topped by the junior champion which 
later sold in the Sunbeam sale for $35,000. 

On the dam side, Evader Mercury is out of Ettar 30th of F. B. 
and she is a sister to the dam of Ettar 14th of F. B., and first prize 
cow at the 1940 International as well as the second prize senior 
bull calf at the same show. The Ettar strain of females have been 
one of the great show producing strains at French Broad. His 
mother is a double great granddaughter of Imported Perinthian for 
which French Broad paid $30,000. This bull was International 
Grand Champion at the 1920 International and the winner of the 
Argentine Medal for the best animal of the breed regardless of 
sex. On the sire side, Evader Mercury of F. B. goes back to Black 
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Bardolier and Bandolier of Anoka, the 1931 International junior 
champion and one of the greatest bulls of the Angus breed. 

Latest bull additions to the herd at Snap Finger Farms are a 
pair of sires from Ankony Farms at Rhinebeck, New Yerk. One is 
Ankonian 3512, a good son of Homeplace Eileenmere 999th 35, 
while the other, Fernmere 1310th, is sired by Ankonian 3213th a 
son of Eileenmere 1032d. The 3512th is out of a Queen Mother 
daughter of Glencarnock Eric of Cremona while the Fernmere bull 
is out of Black Jestress 100th who combines good imported blood 
on her sire’s side with a cross to Revolution of Page 42d. 

Sam’s father ran the operation up until the time of his death 
in November of 1952. Just two years prior to that he built a ranch 
house on the farm and moved there from town. In addition to this 
ranch house, which sits on a high knoll overlooking the valleys, 
ponds and pastures of the farm, are conventional farms buildings 
as well as a summer home type cabin. 

In the past year Sam, Jr., active in the real estate business, 
has assumed the responsibilities of the operation. Last November 
he was elected to the board of the Georgia Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation, the board appointing him as secretary-treasurer of that 
organization. Sam is a graduate of Emory University in Atlanta, 
finishing with a B.B.A. in business administration. After gradua-

tion he engaged in real estate but took over the farm after his 
father’s death. Assisting him is Pete Hearn, who has been man- 
ager for the past couple of years. Pete, an old hand at farming 
with 35 years experience, has been handling cattle for the past 
eight years. 

Of the total land some 240 acres are in pasture while about 
60 acres a year are seeded to such grains as oats, barley and he- 
gari. The pastures include fescue, orchard grass, ladino, bermuda 
and dallisgrass. About two cuttings of hay per year are taken 
from seedings of bermuda, dallis and clover. The pastureland and 
hay program sufficiently carries the cow herd while calves receive 
creep fed grain along with 32 percent protein. 

A relatively new Angus breeding operation in the southeastern 
part of the country, Snap Finger Farms are among the more pro- 
gressive beef producing establishments in the area, Realizing the 
importance of quality as well as bloodlines, Sam and Pete are 
grooming the herd to produce the best. Sale plans are now under- 
way with the near future in mind, and from the way it looks here 
it will be a good date to watch for.

Aurnovcu a lot of people in Texas have 
been rubbing their eyes lately, not all have 
been rubbing them because of dust, At least 
those who attended the recent Sunshine Cir- 
cuit of Angus cattle sales found another 
reason to rub their eyes—and look again— 
for one sunny afternoon, deep in the heart 
of Texas, a world’s record price for a fe- 
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male at auction was set. As a fitting climax 
to a highly successful series of sales, Bar- 
barosa Essar 13th paraded into the M. and 
L. Ranch sale ring on February 20th and 
proceeded to bring $38,500. She was pur- 
chased by William Mennen of Hideaway 
Farms, Chester, New Jersey, and Harold 
Wetterberg, H and L Farm, Marlboro, New 


Jersey. Contending bidder at $38,100 was B. 
G. Byars, of Royal Oaks Farm, Tyler, Texas. 
Sired by Master Prince 2d, Barbarosa Essar 
13th is out of Barbara R, 2d of Sunbeam 
and sold bred to the 1948 International 
Grand Champion, Prince Sunbeam 249th.

The buying of cattle at all three of the 
sales was steady with an optimism among 
buyers evident throughout. Altogether the 
Sunshine Circuit brought in nearly $600,000 
on a total of 208 lots. The initial sale of the 
circuit, the Hays-77 Ranch sale at Kerrville, 
averaged $2,971 on 64 lots. The Essar 
Ranch sale, at San Antonio the second day, 
averaged $2,390 on 69 lots, while the M. and 
L. sale, on their ranch the following day, 
averaged $3,593 on 75 lots. Although some 
of the top sale animals left the state a good 
number of them remained in Texas and the 
southwest, a significant fact when one con- 
siders the relatively new growth of this ter- 
ritory as far as the Angus breed is con- 
cerned, Auctioneers for all three sales were 
Hamilton James, Newton, Illinois, and Ray 
Sims, Belton, Missouri.

Evidence of this herd power has been shown 
in the reception of past sales and the winnings of the Rose and Mc- 
Crea cattle on the road. 


Rose and McCrea’s herd owes much to the outstanding herd 
sire, V. M. Prince Juanerra, a good headed, deep quartered son of 
Prince Sunbeam 45th. This bull was purchased at the 1947 Na- 
tional Show in Chicago, as a two-year-old, and put to work on a 
foundation herd of well bred cows.

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Something Can Be Done About The Weather

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l HE OLD ADAGE that “everyone talks 
about the weather, but no one does anything 
about it” is going by the board. So far as 
crop or pasture moisture is concerned many 
people in the Angus business are doing 
something about it. Still others are con- 
sidering some sort of irrigation this coming 
season. 

Irrigation is largely of two types—grav- 
ity irrigation through main ditches and lat- 
erals; sprinkler irrigation using portable 
aluminum pipes and considerable pressure. 
The former type requires leveled ground and 
quite an expense in getting the system 
set up. But it is better adapted to large 
acreages. The sprinkler system can be used 
on rolling ground, is portable and can be 
moved about in the field, and to adjacent 
fields. 

3oth systems require a large supply of 
water and considerable power to get the 
water up and out into the fields. 

While the drouth has been broken in a 


considerable portion of the south and south- 
west the opinion of a number of irrigators 
is that a system—once installed—is a valu- 
able standby for even comparatively “nor- 
mal” summers. As one Texas Angus breeder 
explains it: “There is usually a two or three 
week period in the summer when extra 
moisture will pay dividends in getting heavy

grazing from a pasture or extra grain or 
forage yields.” Another Texas Angus man, 
who has battled drouth for three years and 
doesn’t know yet whether or not he is fac- 
ing his fourth, says: “Irrigation for me has 
meant the difference between staying in 
business, maybe on a somewhat smaller 
scale, or getting out of cattle entirely. Look- 
ing back over the last 10 years there hasn’t 
been a summer when extra water wouldn’t 
have helped at some time, perhaps only a 
wetting or two. So regardless of how much 
moisture we get this spring and summer 
the pump is going to be hooked up and the 
pipe ready to lay out in the field. Enough 
moisture at the right time can do wonders.” 


The opinion of these two men is substan- 
tiated by recent University of Missouri 
studies on irrigation in that state. While 
1953 was unusually dry in Missouri after 
mid-July the irrigation tests in the “Show 
Me” state have been in progress since 1948 
and the figures include five “normal” years 
and one year of sufficient natural moisture 
—1951. For the five normal years in a test 
near McCredie, Missouri, irrigation has in- 
creased corn yields an average of 25 bushels 
per acre. Average yield for non-irrigated 
fields for the five year period was 79 bush- 
els against 104 bushels for the corn getting 
extra moisture during crucial periods. This 
was all on ground highly fertilized. But the 
surprising thing is that it took an average 
of only three inches of water to get the 25 
bushel increase. 


In last year’s drouth at Campbell, in south- 
eastern Missouri, three irrigations total- 
ing five and one-half inches of water pro- 
duced 77 bushel per acre corn. Non-irrigated 
corn yielded 34 bushels per acre, the ears 
weighing .15 pounds each against .30 pounds 
for the irrigated crop. Where two irriga- 
tions were made, with a total of four inches 
of water, the yield was 61 bushels per acre. 
Last year at the McCredie test farm in cen- 
tral Missouri one irrigation with two inches 
of water at the critical development stage 
produced 79 bushels of corn per acre against 
51 bushels for the non-irrigated, and ear 
weights of .43 pounds against .30 pounds 
for the non-irrigated. 

In southeast Missouri tests with cotton 
last year showed a yield of 1.1 bales per 
acre from non-irrigated land and 2.7 bales 
from cotton land getting three wettings 
totaling seven and one-half inches of water.

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This Kentucky Breeder Had Outstanding Record 


From time to time the JOURNAL will 
present experiences of former 4-H club boys, 
and girls, who have used their project train- 
ing to become today’s Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. Many of the country’s good young 
herds are in the hands of these 4-H grad- 
uates. 

Our visit this month will be with George 
Kurtz of Sturgis, Kentucky. While still a 
young man George Kurtz has built up a top 
herd in his section of western Kentucky, 
starting from scratch while still in school. 
In addition to farming and live stock rais- 
ing he has found time to do a lot of com- 
munity work, breed promotion, and “doubles 
in brass” as an Angus auctioneer. 

George Kurtz was born in Garrard coun- 
ty, Kentucky. Anyone who knows his Angus 
knows that this Kentucky county, through 
its 4-H steer feeders, has set a record in 
Louisville Fat Stock Show grand champion- 
ships not closely approached by any other 
county competing in major steer competition. 

George Kurtz was a 4-H club member in 
Garrard county for 10 years, In 1929 he was 
third in the state 4-H livestock judging 
contest. In 1932 he was state president of 
the Kentucky 4-H Club Association. In 1933 
he was a delegate to the National 4-H en- 
campment. It was this same year, 1933, that 
he entered the University of Kentucky as a 
freshman in animal husbandry. At the Uni- 
versity he was active in many activities, in- 
cluding the presidency of the University of 
Kentucky 4-H club, president of Block and 
Bridle, honorary agricultural fraternity, vice 
president of Alpha Gamma Rho, social fra- 
ternity, and active in many other activities 
In college George entered every livestock 
judging event available, and took all of the 
judging courses offered. As a result he was 
a winner of the freshman award as a judge, 
and later won the upper classman award. 
At the Berea College Invitational judging 
contest in 19386 he was high individual, and

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the same year was a member of the win- 
ning judging team at the Southeastern 
contest. At the same time his scholastic 
record was such that he was a winner of a 
Danforth scholarship in 1936. 

This year also marked his advent into the 
‘ranks of Aberdeen-Angus breeders, It was 
in 1936 that a father-and-son partnership, 
Hugh Kurtz & Son, bought eight registered 
heifers from the highly regarded herd of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. T. Minor at Danville, Ken- 
tucky. This initial group included such sub- 
stantial families as McHenry Barbara, Ed- 
wina, Evergreen Erica, and others. 

The first bull used with these heifers was 
Eriberry 2d, a full brother of Echoberry, 
and bull that made a wide reputation for 
the Quisenberry herd at Winchester, Ken- 
tucky. In 1938 the young Angus breeder, on 
his own, went to the Quisenberry herd 
where he selected a top heifer, Queen 76th 
of Hill Crest. Her history has closely fol- 
lowed the history of the Kurtz herd until 
recently. For Queen 76th of Hill Crest pro- 
duced 16 calves in 17 years for George 
Kurtz. Last year, at 17 years of age, she 
sold for more than she cost originally. Six 
sons and seven heifers were sold from the 
farm, and three of her daughters were put 
back in the herd. 

After graduating from the University of 
Kentucky George became assistant county 
agent of Clark county, Kentucky, from 
1937 to 1938 and from 1938 to 1941 was 
county agent of Edmonson county, Ken- 
tucky. But it was a matter of getting exper- 
ience, and capital, rather than a permanent 
field. George Kurtz had long before decided 


that he wanted to be an Angus breeder and 
farmer. 


It was in 1942 that George Kurtz started 
farming in Union county, Kentucky, which 
was his wife’s home community. It must be 
mentioned here that Jane Shaffer Kurtz, 
George’s wife, showed the top Hereford steer 
in 1929 at the 4-H division of the Louisville 
Fat Stock Show. She has long since become 
a strong Angus booster. 

In 1950 George bought out his father’s 
interest in the herd which had been main- 
tained in Garrard county, and moved it to 
his 375 acre farm in Union county. Inciden- 
tally, the Kentucky breeder points out, the 
initial payment on this farm, and the last 
one, came from proceeds of Angus cattle 
sales. 

At private treaty, association sales, and 
five auctions held on the farm, he has sold 
cattle into 15 states in the south and south- 
east, and also into Illinois, Texas, Wiscon- 
sin, California and New Jersey. 

With a father and mother both of whom 
had been prominent in 4-H work it goes 
without saying that the junior members of 
the firm are active in club work. Fourteen- 
year old Martha has shown Angus steers

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Vineyards 


As Mentioned in the Bible 


In the last article we talked about the cultivation of the vine as it is recorded in 


the Bible. 


Pursuing that subject let us examine the following words which are 


found in the twenty-second chapter of Exodus: “If a man shall cause a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and shall put in his beast, and shall feed in another man’s 
field; of the best of his own field, and of the best of his own vineyard, shall he 
make restitution. If fire break out, and catch in thorns, so that the stacks of 
corn, or the standing corn, or the field, be consumed therewith; he that kindled

Tue ABOVE verses of scripture describe 
two cases of damage, wilful damage and ac- 
cidental damage. It is interesting to note 
that if a man cause wilful damage to his 
neighbor’s vineyard or field he was to re- 
place the damage with the best of the fruit 
or grain from his own vineyard or field. 
However, if the damage was accidental, he 
was still required to restore the damage, 
but he was only required to restore an ex- 
act equivalent of the damaged goods. The 
wilful damage as it is described above con- 
sisted of a man deliberately letting his cat- 
tle graze in his neighbor’s vineyard or field. 
The accidental damage was the type that 
might result from burning weeds or brush. 
Even today we follow the first of the above 
laws. If a man deliberately damages an- 
other man’s personal property he can be 
forced to pay for it. However, we are not 
usually able to make a man make restitu- 
tion for accidental damage, In this day with 
so many forest fires and fires in corn and 
grain fields it might be a good thing if 
people were required to pay the damage 
caused by their carelessness. It might make 
them a little more careful. Anyway, We can 
see by the above scripture that the cultiva- 
tion of the vine was one of the chief crops 
in early biblical history. 

Another interesting rule regarding the 
neighbor’s vineyard and corn field is found 
in the twenty-third chapter of the book of 
Deuteronomy: “When thou comest into thy 
neighbour’s vineyard, then thou mayest eat 
grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure; but 
thou shalt not put any in thy vessel. When 
thou comest into the standing corn of thy 
neighbour, then thou mayest pluck the ears 
with thine hand; but thou shalt not move a 
sickle unto thy neighbour’s standing corn.” 
The Jewish commentators limit the applica- 
tion of this rule to harvest laborers, They 
make it analogous to the rule prohibiting 
the muzzling of the ox “when he treadeth 
out the corn.” However, there is no appar- 
ent reason for limiting the natural inter- 
pretation of the precept, which like the law 
of the gleaner is prompted by a spirit of 
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the fire shall surely make restitution.” 


generosity towards wayfarers and _ poor 
people. The restrictions at the end of the 
above verses of scripture would protect the 
law from abuse. We find at the time of 
Jesus when his disciples picked a few ears 
of corn on the sabbath day, the Pharisees 
did not accuse them of the sin of stealing, 
but of working on the sabbath day, picking 
a few ears of corn being equivalent in their 
opinion to harvesting. 

It is interesting to note how many of the 
ancient biblical customs are still being 
practiced in many parts of the world. For 
instance this particular custom is still ob- 
served in Germany. The pedestrian can pick 
enough grapes or cherries by the roadside 
to quench his thirst. These customs give us 
a very good idea of the thoughtful consider- 
ation which the people had for one another 
in the early history of the human race. 

We find another mention of a vineyard in 
First Kings the twenty-first chapter. It 
says: “And it came to pass after these 
things, that Naboth the Jezreelite had a 
vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by the 
palace of Ahab King of Samaria, And Ahab 
spake unto Naboth, saying, Give me thy 
vineyard, that I may have it for a garden of 
herbs, because it is near unto my house: 
and I will give thee for it a better vineyard 
than it; or, if it seem good to thee, I will 
give thee the worth of it in money. And Na- 
both said to Ahab, The Lord forbid it me, 
that I should give the inheritance of my 
fathers unto thee. And Ahab came into his 
house heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite had 
spoken to him: for he had said, I will not 
give thee the inheritance of my fathers. 
And he laid him down upon his bed, and 
turned away his face, and would eat no 
bread. But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit so sad, 
that thou eatest no bread? And he said un- 
to her, Because I spake unto Naboth the 
Jezreelite, and said unto him, Give me thy 
vineyard for money; or else, if it please 
thee, I will give thee another vineyard for 
it: and he answered, I will not give thee my 


vineyard, And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel? Arise, and eat bread, and let thine 
heart be merry: I will give thee the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite. So she wrote 
letters in Ahab’s name, and sealed them with 
his seal, and sent the letters unto the eld- 
ers and to the nobles that were in his city, 
dwelling with Naboth. And she wrote in the 
letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people: And set 
two men, sons of Belial, before him, to bear 
witness against him, saying, Thou didst 
blaspheme God and the king. And then car- 
ry him out, and stone him, that he may die.” 
This story is quite complete in itself. It 
is the story of greed and selfishness. Ahab 
the king wanted the vineyard that belonged 
to Naboth. But Naboth refused to sell it to 
him. Naboth’s refusal to part with his vine- 
yard was grounded on religious principle. 
He regarded the law as forbidding him to 
part with his patrimony. But even if that 
were not so, Ahab had no right to compel 
the sale or exchange of the vineyard by Na- 
both. Therefore, Ahab put on a childish act 
by refusing to eat. His childish fretfulness 
was probably indulged the more in order to 
get the sympathy of his wife, whom he al- 
lowed to act on his behalf in the matter of 
getting Naboth’s vineyard; and she reso- 
lutely made her way to her objective through 
the fourfold guilt of deceit, perjury, rob- 
bery and murder. The administration of 
justice rested with the chief men of each 
locality, but it seems, according to this 
story, that the men followed the wishes of 
the king without taking any consideration 
of the evidence in the case, A fast was to 
be proclaimed which was intended to ap- 
pear as a public act of humiliation for Na- 
both’s alleged crime, but chiefly it was 
calculated to get the people to support the 
king in his action against Naboth. The law 
required two witnesses to testify against 
the defendant, therefore, Jezebel arranged 
to have two men offer false testimony. She 
had no doubt that the evidence of the per-

Those men, sometimes rough in exterior 
and occasional too fond of drink for their 
own good, had hearts of gold, and I have 
never known one of them, intemperate 
though he may have been, to let his per- 
sonal desires interfere with his duties, The 
well being of the animals under his charge 
was always uppermost in his thoughts, and 
that is why he did his job so well, and how 
many of them achieved renown as fitters 


have read my necessarily brief sketches of 
them, I hope that you, my readers, will 
agree with me that these men are entitled to 
the honor I propose for them, I recall the 
time I first met the man I have selected to 
sit for my first portrait. It was a long time 
ago and I was very young and trying to 
learn all I could about Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle.

Records Were Made 
During February 1954 


February 1954 was a month that will long 
be remembered by breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, both here and abroad, since 
records were made and broken during that 
period. I was fortunat 
tend the Sunshine Circuit of Sales in Texas 
and saw a new high record set when an 


in being able to at- 


Erianna cow sold for the record price of 
any female ever to sell in Texas in an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus auction. This was Erianna of 
Red Gate Sth, a daughter of Imported 
Prince of Rowley and out of Erianna 2d of 
Red Gate. 

This cow had been calved in January 1951 
and sold with a heifer calf at side sired by 
Prince 39th of Shadow Isle, and she was 
rebred to the 1948 International Grand 
Champion, Prince Sunbeam 249th. This good 
young female sold to Robin Hood Farms, 
Bixby, Oklahoma for $17,200.00 and she 
then represented the top Aberdeen-Angus 
female to sell in Texas. 

This record did not stand for long. M & L 
Ranch, went on to set a new World’s Rec- 
ord when W. G. Mennen, owner of Hideaway 
Farms, Chester, New Jersey and Harold 
Wetterberg, owner of H & L Farms, Marl- 
boro, New Jersey went together and pur- 
chased the Sunbeam Barbarosa, Barbarosa 
Essar 13th, a daughter of Master Prince 2d 
and out of Barbara R, 2d of Sunbeam, She, 
like the Erianna, was in calf to the service 
of the 1948 International Grand Champion 
bull. She brought $38,500.00, and together 
with the Erianna helped give the M & L 
Sale the top average for the Sunshine 
Circuit. 

This Sunshine Circuit of Sales meant a 
great deal to the breed in the Southwest. 
Buyers came from all over this land and 
purchased many of the top females, Several 
relatively new Texas herds also selected 
part of the better priced animals despite 
the fact that it is still plenty dry in the 
southwestern area. At any rate the Hays-77 
Ranch Sale averaged nearly Three Thou- 


sand dollars; the Essar Ranch Sale aver- 
aged Twenty-Four Hundred and the M & L 
Sale slightly over Thirty-Five Hundred. 

Some of you may feel that these sales in- 
dicate nothing but a local condition and that 
tne prices mean little to the over-all picture 
of the Aberdeen-Angus business. You might 
have convinced me on this point had it not 
been for word received from Mr, Alexander 
Keith, secretary of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle Society of Scotland regarding the 
February Show and Sale at Perth. 

At Perth one hundred and twenty-two 
(122) females and four hundred and twen- 
ty-six (426)bulls were sold in their Febru- 
ary 1954 event. Last year only ninety- 
seven females sold, yet this year the larger 
number of females went through the ring 
to average One hundred and seventy-seven 
dollars more than the females did a year 
ago. Last year the same number of bulls 
were sold (426), yet the 1954 sale bulls 
averaged nearly Fifteen hundred dollars 
each which was an increase of nearly Five 
hundred dollars a head over 1953 and more 
than Three hundred dollars a head higher 
than the previous record made by Perth 
Bulls in the 1952 sale. 

Yes, I am firmly convinced that 1954 is 
going to be another Banner Year for Aber- 
deen-Angus and proof of this is being evi- 
denced day by day as the returns of sale 
after sale are made public. There is a great 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle at this 
time and as conditions get better as regards 
feed and water the demand will be even 
greater. It has rained in Texas, in Okla- 
homa, in Kansas and Missouri, and it will 
rain some more. At this writing, February 
25th, (my 42d Birthday) we are being 
blessed with the first decent snowfall of 
the 1953-54 winter season, which followed 
a nice gentle rain a couple days ago. 

You know, it is possible to talk yourself 
into a depression—but it is impossible to 
talk yourself out of one. The only way I 
know to stay out of trouble (any kind of 
trouble) is to keep busy doing things that 
are worthwhile. Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
should be proud of the part this breed has 
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played in bettering the lot of the stockmen 
and farmers of America. To my knowledge 
no one has ever been hurt, or hurt his fel- 
lowman, by extending the hand of friend- 
ship, or by offering to assist in accomplish- 
ing a worthwhile task. 


Well Now 
How About It!! 


In the February issue of the Pacific 
Stockman, editor Beans Smith had this to 
say about sale results on the West Coast, 
which evidently showed a decline during the 
past year, and I quote: “The year did point 
up one important fact; the breeder and sale 
that continued to merchandise cattle still 
had the best results. Some breeders, in an 
effort to bring their operations into line 
with their revenues discontinued all promo- 
tion, others cut down drastically, Some re- 
duction naturally was in the cards. However, 
a look over the sale results showed that 
promotions generally paid off when the 
checks were totaled up. Probably the most 
outstanding example was the Moseley dis- 
persion just held. The most highly promoted 
event in the past several years on the coast, 
it was, conditions considered, one of the 
best. On the other end of the scale was the 
Sacramento Angus Association sale. This 
event had one of the smallest promotion 
budgets of any sale and... A careful, con- 
siderate, well thought out promotion some- 
where between these two sales will ap- 
parently do the job and bring far more 
money than it will cost. Some sales, this 
year, in an effort to cut down expenses, 
put various proportions of their budgets in- 
to local papers and radio stations, This ex- 
periment generally pointed up one factor 
that has been true for many years. THE 
BEST PLACE TO ADVERTISE BEEF 
CATTLE IS IN A BEEF CATTLE MAG- 
AZINE.” End of quote and the capital let- 
ters were a part of the original editorial. 

An Aberdeen-Angus breeder in California 
tore Smith’s editorial page from the Febru- 
ary Pacific Stockman and underlined the 
portion referring to the Sacramento sale, 
sent it to me along with a note that said, 
and I again quote: “I am enclosing a page 
from the Pacific Stockman which is publish- 
ed by your friend, Beans Smith. To us and 
many more Angus breeders he doesn’t look 
‘ike our friend. I’ll take my beans from the 
kettle.” 

This note was penned on a portion of a 
subscription circular that we had sent to 
readers of the Pacific Stockman. Mr, Smith 
had let us use his mailing list free of 
charge so when the circular was printed the 
final paragraph read like, this, and I again

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Conpition of the economy and con- 
sumer income is giving Washington new 
worries. Livestock officials are showing 
particular concern since demand for animal 
products is especially sensitive to economic 
changes. 

What disturbs Eisenhower & Co. are fig- 
ures showing unemployment mounting 
toward 4 million . . . with industrial activity 
down about 10 percent from last summer. 
Awhile back the President was being told 
that the industrial decline would be 5 per- 
cent, unemployment approximately 3 mil- 
lion. 

The President is now more wary of “ex- 
pert” forecasts. Unless things improve, or 
at least stabilize, he is expected to “prime 
the pump”. 


Inside fact is that the White House is 
miffed with Republicans who have been pre- 
tending there is no such thing as “reces- 
sion”. The Administration view is that 
neither alarm nor over-optimism is justi- 
fied. 

To lead the public to think otherwise, 
Eisenhower aides believe, could be very 
damaging. Reason is that public psy- 
chology itself is considered important in 
what happens to the economy. Eisenhower 
& Co. would like the public to view the fu- 
ture “with quiet confidence”, but also to be 
prepared for any eventuality. 


Recent farm price trends have reflected 
firmer markets as business has declined—a 
fact to be treated with neither undue pes- 
simism or optimism in judging the future, 
say economists here. 

They remind us that the commodity pic- 
ture is very much mixed. The ’54 outlook 
is fine for hog producers; cattlemen can ex- 
pect markets to hold with chance for moder- 
ate gains; dairymen are headed for new 
troubles; poultrymen are likely to have 
never had it so good as this year, but should 
be on guard against over-production next 
year; controls over cotton and wheat are to 
pare down grower returns; preducers of 
most other crops should play it close to the 
vest

New tax bills in Congress are worth 
watching. Following up the 10 percent 
cut in personal income taxes this year, 
several bills would give tax payers a fur- 
ther break in 1955. Nearly 100 tax bills, 
nearly all calling for reductions, have been 
introduced this session. 
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One, rated as having a good chance to 
pass, would raise the individual and depend- 
ent allowance from $600 to $800 a year. 
Another measure would move the date for 
farmers to file their income report from 
January 31 to February 15. 

One of the most important provisions 
would permit farmers to deduct conserva- 
tion expenses from their taxable income. 
It would authorize deduction of up to 25 
percent of the cost the first year, with the 
remainder deductible in following years. 
This would include such “permanent” prac- 
tices as grading, terracing, leveling, drain- 
age ditches, farm ponds, and windbreak 
plantings.

Washington, at the moment, is less wor- 
ried about a new farm program for 1955 
than it is about the almost $7 billion stock- 
pile of farm surpluses and the possibility of 
a severe 1964 drouth. 

There is some consolation in the thought 
that if a bad drouth does develop the sur- 
pluses will come in mighty handy. Late 


fall, winter, and early spring rainfall over 
much of the nation was only about 25 per- 
cent of normal. 

Finding a home for the surpluses is

proving a difficult problem. Expert mar- 
kets have picked up somewhat from a year 
ago, but still are running about 25 percent 
below the 1952 rate. Finding cash buyers 
is proving difficulty. 

: 


Any pasture restoration program by the 
Agriculture Department will be undertaken 
at the direction of Congress. Secretary 
Benson is recommending against use of 
Federal funds to help farmers build up 
drouth-ridden pastures on grounds the cost 
would be too high. Congressman from 
drouth States, however, are clamoring for 
Federal aid of some sort. 

Benson indicates that it might cost the 
government almost a half billion dollars to 
help put pastures back into condition if aid 
was given to all the States that need it. A 
recent Department survey shows it would 
cost $308 million if the government pro- 
vided seed, lime and fertilizer aid to only 
the 17 most hard-hit drouth States. 


Most significant comment in Congress on 
the dairy support issue comes from George 
Aiken, chairman of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee.

The same firm had senior and 
grand champion female — Black Lass of 
Glencarnock 6th. 


O. E. Bradfute of Xenia, Ohio, connected 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle since 1888, died 
at his home, Mr. Bradfute first served as a 
director of the National Association in 1894 
and in 1898 was president. Two Internation- 
al grand champions were bred in the pio- 
neer Meadow Brook herd — Leroy 3d of 
Meadow Brook, champion bull in 1912; and 
Queen Mother Johnson 8th, female grand 
champion the same year. 


Ex Marshall 3d was senior and grand 
champion bull at Ft. Worth for Harrison & 
Ryan of Iowa. 


The annual Angus sale at Perth was 
somewhat of a disappointment. An outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease in England a 
week before the sale, and subsequent quar- 
antine regulations, greatly reduced buying 
power. Entries were larger than usual. Otto 
V. Battles was one of the Angus judges at 
Perth. 


Texas Technological College, Lubbock, 
Texas, announced the purchase of six Aber- 
deen-Angus heifers from Sam Hill & Son, 
Tierra A!ta, Texas. The heifers were the 
foundation for an Angus herd at the Texas 
school.

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A strong demand for purebred Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding stock emphasizes the grow- 
ing popularity of the breed in all sections 
of the United States, reports Frank Rich- 
ards, secretary of the American Angus As- 
sociation. In the first four months of the 
association’s current fiscal year, 51,784 
purebred Aberdeen-Angus have been trans- 
ferred to new owners. This represents a 16 
per cent gain over the same months last 
year. 

With unfavorable weather conditions in 
some parts of the country causing the cat- 
tlemen no end of worry, Angus breeders 
still forged ahead in building their herds. 
Registrations of purebreds in the first four 
months of the association’s 1954 fiscal year 
jumped 10 per cent over the same period a 
year ago. Registrations in four months 
numbered 87,218—more than half the Aber- 
deen-Angus registered for the entire year 
of 1953, when 160,754 calves were entered 
in the American Herd Book. 


New herds established by stockmen who 
took out lifetime memberships in the asso-

ciation soared to 1,075, an increase of seven 
per cent over the same four-month period 
last year. New junior memberships totaled 
156, a gain of 31 per cent. 

January Aberdeen-Angus business sky- 
rocketed to new highs. Total registrations 
reached 30,630, a gain of 41 per cent over 
the same month in 1953. Transfers for Jan- 
uary totaled 11,663, up 33 per cent over 
the same month a year ago. Lifetime mem- 
berships rose 39 per cent to total 315, and 
junior memberships moved upward 60 per 
cent to number 48 for the month.

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The Chicago Market Trends

Tuar national cattle marketings during 
February established another record eom- 
pared with the same month a year earlier 
was not as important as the fact that re- 
ceipts were measurably below January this 
year and well under closing months of 1953. 

After 12 straight months of this com- 
parative record business, the industry is 
naturally more interested in signs of relief 
from conditions too long in force as well as 
the fact that all classes of fat cattle are 
still sending home some money, This was 
true in January and extended erratically 
through February but gave a pretty un- 
happy promise for March. Steer and heifer 
quotations closed February unevenly 25 
cents to $1.00 over late January, mostly 50 
cents, although fat cows were largely up 
$1.00. By contrast, stockers and feeders did 
not change much, weakening on the aver- 
age if anything as finishers realized how 
much higher replacement costs were than 
last summer and late fall yet how killer 
prices were jumping along like Mark 
Twain’s frog—ahead a little, and then slip- 
ping back every week or so almost as much. 
On a 23,000 head run the “frog” slipped 
badly the first day of March. 

So while there were mild February gains, 
the era is here, or at least fast approaching, 
when fat cattle cost measurably more to lay 
in. A good many yearlings and twos were 
taken back off markets and off Southwest 
wheat at $17.00 to $22.00 during the month. 
Having sold a good many fed steers to 
west coast killers, northern Colorado feed- 
lots replaced in Texas at $19.00 to $20.25 
and better, Chicago sold 1000 pound meaty 
feeders to cornbelt feedlots up to $22.00, 
and got the same price for 600 pound Texas 
yearlings off wheat, the Southwest also 
selling steer calves and light yearlings for 
April delivery at $21.00 down, with heifers 
at $18.00. Evidently feeling fairly confident 
about the future of the fat market, Cali- 
fornia finishers replaced at $18.00 to $21.50, 
there being a tendency everywhere to take 
steers scaling 800 pounds upward, and as 
fleshy as possible. This stemmed from the 
fact that in between heavy fat steers were 
usually under most pressure on killer ac- 
count, hence looked relatively cheapest for 
short tesm feeding. Traditionally, heavy 
feeders have been gambling kinds—and still 
are, but in a much more moderate and con- 
servative sense than the old days. Unless 
pushed to it by declining prices, only a com- 
parative few go in for 1700 to 1900 pound 
fed bullocks any more. 

In this connection good to mostly choice, 
but certainly not prime, 1,475 to 1,525 pound 
steers sold at Chicago late in the month at 
$23.00 to $24.25. A load or so of real quills

averaging 1,500 pounds brought $27.50 
against a light steer top of $30.50 which in 
turn showed how high—finish is running 
out because the practical top for the month 
was $31.50, paid early. Buyers competed for 
one load of deluxe 1,200 pound steers such 
as might not show up again in weeks, pay- 
ing $31.65 when the next best around stop- 
ped at $30.00 which price in itself looked 
pretty standoutish in that ordinarily choice 
steers wound up a fairly satisfactory month 
at $23.00 to $26.00, most good grades at 
$20.00 to $22.50 and commercials at $16.00 
to $19.50. Cuttery steers at $13.00 to $15.50 
were still relatively high compared with 
most fat cows at $11.50 to $13.50. Prime fed 
weighty heifers reached $27.00 simply be- 
cause most good to choice heifers sold at 
$18.50 to $23.50, hence anything in the heif- 
er line well finished enough to bring better 
than $25.50 attracted attention, and, of 
course, competitive buyers. 

Likewise the dressed trade saw more 
competition as February advanced, Nothing 
spectacular, yet enough action to indicate 
that wholesale markets have readjusted to 
plainer quality beef in response to a high 
percentage of shortfed cattle, including 10 
to 15 per cent cows. More cows on farms 
and ranches January 1 than ever before 
presented a discouraging note in the cattle 
business but measurably fewer heifers help- 
ed to soften this worry and suggest that 
cattle production era has reached its peak. 

At any rate consumers continued to find 
beef the cheapest meat. Hogs stayed ab- 
normally high for a winter market, top at 
Chicago fluctuating between $26.00 and 
$27.00, with butchers at $25.50 down, and 
all weights, including sows, making killers 
squirm to keep big “cutout” losses as small 
as possible. More fall shoats were marketed 
but growers will likely be very canny about 
dumping too many lights too early. Hence 
it may be June before the top normalizes 
back to $25.00 and below. Pork loins whole- 


saling at $58.00 down late in February were 
too low for the live hog market, but too 
high for consumers when they could buy 
beef and good to choice beef at that rela- 
tively cheaper. To make things still better 
for beef consumption, fed winter lambs had 
reached $24.00, with handy clippers crowd- 
ing right at $23.00. 

Accordingly the situation remains that 
while beef is still the tonnage meat, it has 
everything its own way—meaning little or 
no immediate competition from pork and 
lamb. Growing unemployment, expected to 
lessen, by April or sooner, is some kind of 
a bearish factor but economists don’t agree 
just how much any more than they agree 
whether the current record supply of cattle 
is dangerously excessive when our national 
population is growing so fast and, even 
though below peak, employment is as high 
as it actually is.

OHIO STATE STUDYING 
SUB-ZERO SEMEN STORAGE 

New studies on low temperature storage 
of semen for artificial insemination of cattle 
have been begun at Ohio State University, 
Columbus, Ohio. New storage equipment, 
capable of temperatures down to minus 150 
degrees F, has just been installed by the 
Department of Dairy Sciences. 

Other studies, both here and abroad, have 
proved that semen can be kept successfully 
without loss of viability at sub-zero tem- 
peratures. Among the questions which the 
University hopes to answer is how long 
semen can be stored at Sub-Zero tempera- 
tures without loss of viability. 

The new freezing equipment, adapted es- 
pecially for the semen studies, is a Sub- 
Zero Veterinary Chilling Machine, Model 
T-120. Capable of temperatures in the 
range from minus 70 to minus 150 degrees 
F., the machine has a storage capacity of 
approximately 6 cubic feet and net thermal 
capacity of 1200 B.t.u.’s per hour at minus 
120 degrees.

$115,000 Paid by Texans for Half Interest in Prince 105th of T. T. 


Two world’s record beef cattle prices 
within 10 days is the mark set up by the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in the period Febru- 
ary 20 to March Ist. These marks are $115,- 
000 for a half interest in a bull, $38,500 for 
an Angus female. This latter sale is report- 
ed elsewhere in the JOURNAL. 

The record price bull is Prince 105th of 
T. T., a half interest geing for $115,000 to 
B. G. Byars for his new Royal Oaks Angus 
Farm, Tyler, Texas, and to the 4 Wynnes 
Angus Farm at Kaufman, Texas. Selling 
the half interest in the $230,000 proven sire 
are Urban and John Simon of Simon Angus 
Farms, Madison, Kansas. 

Prince 105th of T. T. was calved May 10, 
1949, and has made one of the great produc- 
ing records of the breed. His sire is the na- 
tionally recognized Prince Sunbeam 105th, 
his dam a cow going back to the Interna- 
tional champions Revolution 100th and 
Playman of Sunbeam. 

The record price bull—“The Bull”—has 
made a great record as a sire. His young 
sons have sold for an average of $26,120. 
This figure does not include his best known 
son, Prince 105th of SAF, International 
junoir champion and reserve grand cham- 
pion of 1952. Nor does this average include 
the $60,000 Prince T. 160th. Both of these 
bulls were sold at private treaty, a half in- 
terest in the former having gone to Hays 
Ranch at Kerrville, Texas, and the latter 
selling to Heckmeres Highlands, Valencia, 
Pennsylvania. 

Prince 105th of T. T. sired the first prize 
get of sire at the 1953 National Angus Show 
at Hutchinson and at Dallas, Tulsa and the 
American Royal. His “get” took second at 
the 1953 International. Top selling female 
at the 1952 National Show and Sale at 
Tulsa was a daughter of Prince 105th of 
T. T. Eight of the Best 10 Head at the 1953 
National Show at Hutchinson were sons and 
daughters of the $230,000 bull. Sons and 
daughters have made an enviable reputa- 
tion in piling up blue and purple ribbons at

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W HEN CONGRESS passed the Revenue 

Act of 1951, most farmers thought that all 

arguments with the Internal Revenue Ser- 

vice over capital gains treatment on breed- 
ing livestock would end. The change in the 
law seemed to be clearly stated, Property 
eligible for long-term capital gains treat- 
ment was stated to include “livestock, re- 
gardless of age, held by the taxpayer for 
draft, breeding, or dairy purposes, and held 
by him for 12 months or more from the date 
of acquisition.” 

Internal Revenue Position 

However, the Internal Revenue Service 

thought that the law needed clarification. 

Accordingly, it published Income Tax Reg- 

ulation 118, § 39.117(j)-2, in which the fol- 

lowing points are made: 

1. Whether livestock is held by a farmer 
primarily for breeding purposes de- 
pends upon all of the facts and circum- 
stances of each particular case. 

2. The purpose for which an animal is 

held is ordinarily proved by the farm- 

er’s actual usage of the animal. 

3. If the intended usage of an animal is 
prevented by accident, disease, or other 
circumstance, the animal will neverthe- 
less be considered held by the farmer 
for such usage provided it is disposed 
of within a reasonable time thereafter. 

4. An animal is not held for breeding 
purposes just because it is suitable for 
breeding purposes or because it is held 
for sale to another farmer for use by 
him as a breeder. 

5. Negligible use of an animal as a breed- 
er will not prove that the animal was 
held for breeding purposes. 

Fox and Gotfredson Cases 

Point 1 is a warning that no farmer 

should necessarily be guided by what tax 

treatment another farmer receives—partic- 
ularly where there are unusual circum- 


stances. His own case will be decided on its

facts. Point 2 means that a 
farmer will usually at least have to show 
that a male animal was bred to several fe- 
males, a cow produced a calf, a sow some 
pigs, etc., if he hopes to establish that the 
animal was held by him for breeding pur- 
poses, This principle was approved by the 
Tax Court of the United States in the 1951 
case of Walter S. Fox v. Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. Mr. and Mrs. Fox oper- 
ated an Aberdeen-Angus farm in Virginia. 
They apparently maintained only an ac- 
curate record of registrations, upon which 
they relied as proof that an animal was held 
for breeding purposes. The Court stated 
that mere registration was not enough to 
prove that an animal had been included in 
the breeding herd; that heifers raised, reg- 
istered, and sold before they dropped a calf 
should not be regarded as part of the breed- 
ing herd, whereas those that dropped a calf 
while still owned by the taxpayers should 
be regarded as members of the herd. (This 
occurred at an average age of 26 months.) 
With respect to the bulls, it was established 
that more bull calves were registered than 
could ever possibly be used in the herd; that 
only about one out of every hundred pos- 
sessed breeding qualities that conformed 
with the standard set by Mr. and Mrs. Fox, 
and it could not be determined whether a 
bull possessed such qualities until it was 
from 32 to 37 months old. 


own set of 


Points 4 and 5 of the Regulation also 
find support in the Fox case, The Tax Court 
found that each of the registered bulls that 
was 13 months of age was bred at least 
once prior to sale to protect the Fox’s 
guaranty that the bulls were breeders. How- 
ever, such negligible use was not sufficient 
to qualify these bulls for capital gains treat- 
ment. Only those registered bulls 34 months 
or older were deemed to have become mem- 
bers of the breeding herd, because it was not 
until that age (on an average) that Mr. and 
Mrs. Fox finally incorporated them in the 
herd. This principle of “final incorporation 
in the herd” was reaffirmed in the 1953 
case of Robert B. Gotfredson v, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. There the tax- 
payer, who operated a Brown Swiss dairy 
farm in Michigan, was not permitted to re- 
ceive capital gains treatment on his cows 
until they reached an age of 36 months, 
and on the bulls until they reached an age 
of 48 months. Reason: it was not until that

The principle of “final incorporation in 
the herd” has not been tested out in any 
court other than the Tax Court. To hold 
that an animal which was, in good faith, 
put in the breeding or dairy herd has been 
held primarily for sale to customers just 
because it was culled out after its offspring 
were found to be below standard may well 
be wrong! Certainly the law passed by Con- 
gress makes no differentiation between 
tentative and final incorporation in a breed- 
ing herd. 

Abnormal Circumstances 

Point 3 of the Regulation is the one over 
which most of the litigation may be expect- 
ed to arise in the future. The question here 
is: “Does the fact that animals, suitable for 
breeding and held for 12 months, are sold 
prior to production preclude them from 
long-term capital gains treatment?” The 
answer is: “No, provided their failure to 
produce or their sale is due to an abnormal 
circumstance.” As far as the Internal Reve- 
nue Service is concerned, disease, sterility, 
or sale in connection with the owner’s re- 
tirement from the breeding or dairy busi- 
ness represents an abnormal circumstance. 
Young animals, held for 12 months, which 
would have produced for the owner except 
for these occurrences will be given long- 
term capital gains treatment. Beyond this, 
however, it appears that the Internal Reve- 
nue Service will take the issue to court. 


Two other types of abnormal circumstance 
have been approved by the courts. In Pfis- 
ter v. U. S., the South Dakota federal dis- 
trict court gave a farmer long-term capital 
gains treatment on heifers which had been 
held for breeding purposes but were sold 
because of a prevailing shortage of neces- 
sary ranch help. In Deseret Livestock Co. v. 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, the Tax 
Court permitted a Utah ranch corporation 
to receive long-term capital gains on the 
sale of heifers which were held for breed- 
ing purposes but were sold prior to drop- 
ping a calf because of shortage of range 
grasses resulting from drouth. In O'Neill v. 
U. S., a California rancher was accorded the 
same treatment under similar circumstances 
by the federal district court. Although the 
Government has appealed this case to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, it certainly seems 
realistic to consider drouth an abnormal 
circumstance. Sale of young animals held 
for 12 months which would have been used 
for breeding purposes but for an unprevent- 
able loss of lease or grazing rights would

north.” 

“Even in so-called normal years we will 
keep on doing some irrigating,” George 
Graham asserts. “Putting water on when it 
is needed produces enough feed from 500 to 
600 acres to carry a herd of 1,000 head, This 
gives us the equivalent of a 20,000 acre 
ranch under dry land conditions.” 

In using irrigated pasture the gates are 
kept open to the dry land, native pasture 
in the hills. Even with the succulent green 
feed the cattle do some grazing on the dry 
pastures and seem to balance their nutri- 
tional needs without help from man. 

A hardpan soil underlays the irrigated 
bottomland near the river. In addition to 
leveling it is necessary to chisel the land 
twice and add 21% to 3 tons of gypsum per 
acre, “Gypsum,” the 77 Ranch owner ex- 
plains, “is the poor man’s krillium.” 

But George Graham does not confine his 
irrigation to the ranch near Wichita Falls. 
He has 1,600 acres in west Texas, near 
Pecos, of which 1,220 acres is under irriga- 
tion and has been in cotton, Here four 1,100 
foot wells, three pumped by Diesel units 
and one by electricity, supply the water. 
But getting water from this depth means a 
fuel bill of around $5,000 a month during 
the growing season.

Angus cattle for the 77 Ranch owner. 

Tommy Brook of Camp San Saba irri- 
gates a little better than 100 acres, using 
aluminum pipe and sprinkler irrigation for 
most of it, although a small acreage is flood 
irrigated two months in the year. He has 
around a mile of aluminum pipe and a $1,500 
pumping outfit which lifts the water out of 
the San Saba river. This pumping system 
handles 1,000 gallons of water per minute 
and has been a tremendous help, for this 
part of Texas has been very dry for several 
years. 

Three hundred commercial and 170 reg- 
istered Angus are being handled in spite of 
the drouth, thanks to irrigation. Pastures 
near the buildings are irrigated and rotated 
for the registered herd. The commercials 
are run on the dry range for the most part, 
with pear burners in operation part of the 
year to remove the spikes from prickly pear 
cactus. This, with cottonseed cake, has made 
up the bulk of the ration. The cattle seen 
were in much better flesh than one might 
imagine. 


Winter oats, plus Bermuda grass in the 
spring, makes up part of the feed produc- 
tion on the irrigated tract. 


The vagaries of nature, when it comes to 
furnishing water, is seen south of San An- 
tonio, near Poteet, on the JJJ Ranch of J. 
W. Gorman. This newer Angus herd is 
located on a ranch where 22 wells, many of

Philips Angus Farm, Columbia, delivered 
fifteen head of registered Angus cattle recent- 
ly to L. H. Bowie & Sons, Frisco, Texas near 
Dallas. Mr. Bowie and son Jack, whose ranch 
is known as Idlewyld Angus Farm, are as- 
sembling an outstanding herd and selected 
some of the top young cattle at the Philips 
farm for foundation animals.

Robert S. Hays of Hays Ranch, near 
Kerrville, paid for his sprinkler irrigation 
system the first year it was put in, The 
system was put in during the summer of 
1951, pumping from a deep well through 
portable aluminum pipe. That fall a new 
seeding was put in, and irrigated. The fol- 
lowing year it produced 250 tons of hay, 
with the small supply of shipped-in hay 
available at Kerrville bringing $60 per ton. 

One hundred and ten acres of bottomland 
at Hays Ranch can be irrigated by the 
mobile sprinkler system. During the sum- 
mer of 1953 it was turned on just once, in 
June, as this section of the Edwards Pla- 
teau country received good rains, Again the 
vagaries of nature! But Bob Hays figures 
the deep well, pump and pipe is valuable 
insurance for his mixture of alfalfa, fescue 
and harding grass. If it turns dry the en- 
gine is started and mositure is available 
when it is needed. 

Thanks to fairly adequate natural mois- 


ly extend millions of acres of Texas range 
in average years. Herman Allen, toward 
San Angelo, says he learned of the carry- 
ing capacity of improved pasture mixtures 
near Webster City, Iowa. When the drouth 
hit his section of Texas several years ago 
he leased land in Missouri, and north cen- 
tral Iowa, for his extensive cattle and sheep 
operations. The sheep were moved to Iowa. 
“Here | learned something of the greater 
carrying capacity of pasture mixtures,” he 
says. 

On his ranch near Menard—he is back in 
Texas—Herman Allen is gravity irrigating 
600 acres, most of it in mixed pasture seed- 
ing. While the drouth has greatly reduced 
the size of his commercial operation he is 
expanding his registered herd, founded on 
the former St. Albans herd of Pacific, Mo.

Twenty-five tons of silage per acre, 
thanks to irrigation, is the year’s produc- 
tion of George Luckey, who owns, operates 
an extensive feed yard out of San Antonio. 
The system is this; corn is first planted and 
the output of this fertile, irrigated bottom- 
land is 15 tons per acre, After the corn is 
cut the long growing season allows a cane 
crop to mature before frost. The cane has 
been averaging 10 tons per acre. 

A lot of feed, you say, especially when it 
must be multiplied by a lot of acres. But it 
takes a lot of roughage to feed out 15,000 
steers a year. When George Luckey took us 
through his extensive beef factory 5,000

steers were in various stages of finish. We 
noticed some Angus. “I would feed more of il 
them if I could get them, Do you know,” the , 
Texan stated, “the first steers I ever fed 
that graded choice on the market were the 
first Angus I ever fed.” Mr. Luckey has the 
start of an Angus herd 40 cows—grazing 
the dry hill range of his ranch. 

George Luckey is not a newcomer to ir- 
rigation. For a number of years, from 1932 
on, he had a big cattle feeding operation in 
the Imperial Valley of California and made 
extensive use of irrigation to produce his 
roughage and other feed. 

One naturally might figure that a Cali- 
fornian, transplanted to Texas, would do 
things on a larger-than-moderate scale. To 
provide a lake to trap surface run-off for 
later use as irrigation water required some 
earth moving—some 4,000,000 cubic yards, 
all told. So George Luckey has quite a lake; 
and he has a lot of water, and he is irriga- 
ting and growing a tremendous amount of 
feed for those 15,000 steers, And this in 
spite of some very dry years. 

It looks like something can be done about 
the weather!

circumstance coming within point 3 of the

What seems to your author to be another 
abnormal circumstance warranting long- 
term capital gains treatment of sales of 
breeding stock prior to production is dwarf- 
ism. While it may be arguable whether this 
is a form of disease, the sale by a farmer 
of young members of his breeding herd up- 
on the advice of a competent veterinarian 
for the purpose of preventing a line of 
dwarf producers certainly warrants favor- 
able consideration for capital gains treat- 
ment.

quote: “We take this opportunity to thank 
Beans Smith, publisher of the Pacific Stock- 
man, who has made it possible for us to 
place this letter in your hands. It is our in- 
tention to work side-by-side with the Pacif- 
ic Stockman in the promotion of Aberdeen- 
Angus in your state.” This portion of my 
letter had been torn from the circular, the 
note penned below, and the whole shooting 
match was sent to me in the postage saver 
envelope we had included along with the 
subscription circular. The note writer did 
not want to subscribe, merely to let me 
know that the Smith editorial had been dis- 
liked. I furnished the paper, envelope and 
paid the four cents postage due to find out 
too. 

We all know what upset the writer of the 
note. It was the selection of the sales used 
to illustrate the editorial. Smith selected the 
Moseley (Hereford) dispersion as the coast 
sale most highly publicized, and in select- 
ing one of the sales with one of the smallest 
promotional budgets he pointed to an An- 
gus Association event. I will agree that 
comparing consignment sales to individual 
sales is pretty hard to do, but Smith was 
not comparing the sales, but sale adver- 
tising budgets. 


Otherwise the facts were true. The state- 
ment that sales using too little publicity 
had suffered was a fact, and he was abso- 
lutely right in stating that the place to ad- 
vertise beef cattle auctions was not local 
newspapers and spot announcements on the 
radio stations, but in beef cattle magazines. 

This is a period of high competition. Most 
of you have noticed the type of advertising 
carried on by some of the breeders holding 
early spring sales. Ferhaps you have 
thought that these men were either crazy, 
carried away with their conceptions of the 
worth of their own cattle or else just didn’t 
care about the expense involved. 

You may have felt justified if you felt 
any of the above ways—however, let me 
point out that each of these most highly 
advertised events contained some cattle 
that were of top quality, and it would re-

quire the proper buyers to be present to 
realize their true worth. When you check 
the details on those highly advertised sales 
you will then realize that in a good many 
of these events one animal will bring 
enough revenue to pay all the costs of the 
sale, including the advertising, catalogs and 
auctioneer fees. 


Of course, such a thing is impossible in 
consignment auctions, for no consignor in 
his right mind is going to donate the top 
animal just to clean up the sale expenses. 
However, no breeder should be willing to 
offer cattle in a consignment sale unless 
the budget allows for that event to have 
proper publicity. Any poorly advertised sale 
is a good place for you to sacrifice top cat- 
tle.

Your Veterinarian says... 


Look Out for Poisons! 

Thousands of farm animals are killed ev- 
ery year by various kinds of poisoning, Such 
deaths can generally be listed as due to one 
of 14 commoner causes. 

1. Lead paint is often involved, especial- 
ly in the case of cattle. To be on the safe 
side you’d better use paint that doesn’t con- 
tain lead for touching up your machinery 
and buildings. 

2. Crank case oil from motors run on 
ethyl gasoline may contain dangerous lead, 
too. Used in oilers or parasite sprays it may 
kill swine and other animals after being 
absorbed through the skin. 


3. Pitch and coal tar compounds are often 
blamed for killing swine, with deaths fol- 
lowing the eating of broken clay pigeons on 
trap shooting grounds. The pitch prepara- 
tions used for treating barns or silos can 
also kill animals. Look out for flakes of the 
stuff! 

4. Death may result if animals are spray- 
ed with preparations that contain too much 
cresylic acid or newer products like lindane 
and DDT. Accordingly, you’d better mix 
your sprays according to the manufactur- 
er’s directions. 

5. Much the same warning applies to 
various preparations used for worming an- 
imals, especially in the case of sodium fluo- 
ride. Even the one per cent mixture recom- 


mended for swine will kill chickens, so you’d 
better keep your poultry away from the hog 
lots on worming days. 

6. Grain that has been treated against 
plant diseases often kills stock, too. Better 
destroy any that’s left over instead of try- 
ing to feed it out, even though only small 
amounts are mixed with other feeds. 

7. Lotions and salves containing lead or 
mercury may kill animals that have a 
chance to lick at treated areas, so you’d 
better put bandages on top of such places 
when they’re used. 

8. Even common salt is sometimes poison- 
ous, especially when animals have been 
without it for long periods, Brine is partic- 
ularly bad for swine, so don’t give it to 
them in slop or leave salt where rain and 
snow have a chance to liquify it in hog lots. 

9. Spray materials containing lead or cop- 
per are dangerous for all kinds of livestock. 
On windy days such sprays may be blown 
long distances to poison pastures, while 
either concentrates or mixtures are often 
left in places where they can be reached by 
animals. 

10. Some types of fertilizers are highly 
poisonous, especially those containing ni- 
trates. With this in mind you'd better not 
mistake them for salt or feed possibly dan- 
gerous granary sweepings or leave fertilizer 
bags in areas where they may be eaten by 
stock. 

11. All types of rodent poisons are best 
considered as dangerous for farm animals, 
so they should be kept under lock and key 
while being used only in places inaccessible 
to live stock. 

12. Different kinds of poisonous weeds 
exist in all areas, so you’d better know the 
ones in your section so you can avoid ’em. 
Danger of such poisoning can be decreased 
by feeding animals well the year round so 
they won’t eat plants they’d ordinarily leave 
alone. It will also help if you don’t pasture 
stock too early in the spring when poison- 
ous plants may be the only green vegeta- 
tion available. 

13. Prussie acid poisoning also has to be 
considered as a danger in the case of cer- 
tain plants. In order to avoid trouble you'll 
do well to be careful and follow recom- 
mendations in regard to managing danger- 
ous crops like the sorghums. 

14. Sweet clover must be remembered in 
connection with poisoning, too, although 
danger is confined to mouldy or spoiled 
feed. Prevention is entirely concerned with 
avoiding such roughage.

The actual operation of Rose and McCrea 
is divided into two separate units. Dr. 
Rose’s farm, of 440 acres just to the west 
of Albany, Missouri, is home for some 250 
breeding females, which included during our 
visit both dry cows and cows with calves. 
In addition herd sires and young heifers are 
also kept here. About 650 tons of silage was 
put up on the place last year in a unique 
trench silo of slab cement. Unique from the 
fact that the cement sides were poured on 
the level and tilted into place at an angle 
along the sides of the trench. In addition to 
the silage put up, about 100 acres of corn 
and 100 acres of alfalfa are raised each year 
with the rest of the land in pasture.

jured witnesses would be accepted. It is in- 
teresting to note how this same type of 
thing has been done in some parts of the 
world in recent years—in Germany under 
Hitler, in Czechoslovakia, in Hungary, Rus- 
sia, China and other countries, It is a favor- 
ite trick of totalitarians. But if we follow 
the cases through to the final results, we 
find that they never prosper in the long run.

“T don’t think Benson had any choice 
under the law”, but to set the support price 
at the bottom of 75 percent of parity, said 
Aiken. However, he added, “it might well 
be that whatever price follows will not lead 
to increased consumption . . . If it doesn’t 
the government surplus will keep building 
up and Congress will have to do something 
fant.” 

The Aiken view is important for 3 rea- 
sons: (1) He has a strong hand in de- 
ciding farm policy. (2) He favors the Ad- 
ministration farm program and has Ben- 
son’s ear. (3) He stresses the link between 
consumption and support level. If dairy 
sales do not increase a new price program 
will be in order. 


Lower feed costs in sight? That’s a 
question that gets you different answers in 
Washington—a big reason being that no- 
body can yet tell who is going to win the 
“flexible” vs. “rigid” price-support fight. 

If sliding-scale supports are put in ef- 
fect, as Benson asks, feed should cost less 
in the future—other things being equal. 
The Secretary’s idea is to “flex” corn to a 
low of 75-percent of parity ... then hitch 
other feed supports to corn. 

There’s still trouble aplenty in sight for 
this Administration idea. Here’s how in- 
siders at the White House see it now: The 
Congress will insist on continuing price 
aids at recent levels. However, the law- 
makers may “compromise” by extension of 
rigids for just one year—through 1955 
only, instead of for two or three years more.

Talk that Eisenhower would veto a bill 
calling for high supports was dying down as 


this issue went to press. Meanwhile, there 
was renewed speculation that Benson would 
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“resign”—to avoid embarrassment for the 
President. White House sources were not 
making it public, but in private were sum- 
ming it up about like this: 

That congressional views on a farm pro- 
gram might be unacceptable to Benson, 
giving him the choice of (1) leaving the 
cabinet, or (2) asking for a veto and there- 
by exposing Eisenhower to bitter opposi- 
tion from GOP lawmakers coming up for 
re-election.

minutes of the last meeting were 


the farm, all of the cattle were carefully 


looked over including the breeding herd, 
and I had absorbed the knowledge that 
came from this fountainhead of wisdom of 


the Aberdeen-Angus breed in America, And 
that was the beginning of a warm friend- 
ship that has lasted down through the years 
and which has never been dimmed by 
our many closely fought show ring contests. 

For several years after I first met him, 
this man remained in charge of this great 
herd, and his triumphs in the show ring in- 
creased in magnitude along with the stead- 
ily growing importance of the breed. And 
then came the time when the herd which he 
had so successfully developed was sold in- 
tact to another breeder. My friend, deter- 
mined to stay with Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
then entered a partnership with another Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeder which due to the dras- 
tic deflation which took place in live stock 
and all other farm values following the 
World War failed of success. With a cour- 
age and a tenacity that are always admired 
he secured the necesssary financial backing 
to start a small herd of his own, And sur- 
mounting the difficulties of the ensuing de- 
pression years, he gradually fought his way 
back to his former enviable position in the 
show ring. Of late years he has had the help 
of a truly able whom I may have 
something to write later. But the credit for 
having reached the top and _ then 
through no fault of his, being forced many 
years later to make a fresh start and again 
reaching the top was largely due to his in- 
dividual efforts and to his own genius. 

His accomplishments can hardly fail to 
inspire others and to strengthen the forti- 
tude of those who may find themselves 
wavering even in the face of less severe 
handicaps that beset him. And now, need I 
state who this man is (and I am happy to 
write IS instead WAS) or must I ask you 
to go back to the days of the great bulls, 
Baden Lad, Western Star, Bobby Dobbs, 
Eliminator of Ballindalloch, and Earl Mar- 
shall, or to those celebrated females of long 
ago, Barbara McHenry 13th, Barbara Mc- 
Henry 24th, Pride McHenry 73d, and Black- 
cap McHenry 88th and along with them re- 
call to memory the glory that was once Mc- 
Henry’s, to know that the subject of this 
sketch'is John B. Brown. Possible for the 
benefit of those who are not familiar with 
the history of the days of which I have 
written, I should point to some of the re- 
cent show ring triumphs of John Brown and 
his son Elliott. Let us glance therefore at 
the records of the last International Show 
at Chicago where the Brown herd made an 
outstanding winning which included the 
grand champion bull. Appropriately can it 
be said of John Brown that he set his sights 
on the stars and has kept his aim true, But 
to barely scratch the surface of his achieve- 
ments I have used up my allotted space, and 
so the hanging of other portraits in my gal- 
lery of fame must wait for another time.

of sons and daughters of one sire presented 
in one group. There are 100 daughters and 
50 sons of Prince Eric, of Sunbeam in the 
group ranging from aged cattle to very 
young calves. 

A trip to Shadow Isle in early March for 
catalog material allowed a day for a quick 
look at the cattle. It had to be a quick look 
to see any large percentage of the 500 head 
selling.

Space does not permit a complete tabulation 
of their winnings. 

Negotiator of the world’s record price 
beef bull sale was Joe Hooten of Austin, 
Texas. Angus breeders remember him as 
manager of the Lonjac herd at Lee’s Sum- 
mit, Missouri, and later as owner and man- 
ager of the famous Hanna Stock Farm herd 
at Bordulac, North Dakota. 

B. G. Byars is comparatively new in the 
registered Aberdeen-Angus business. How- 
ever, he got his “selling” on the Blocky 
Blacks through a commercial herd he oper- 
ated for several years. In November the 
Texas oil man bought the entire registered 
herd of Randy Moore of Omaha, Texas, 54 
females and two bulls. Since November 1 he 
has taken the tops out of five southwestern 
sales.

But ANHEUSER’S Triple-A-Ranch and the Hillside Farms of 
General L. V. Sverdrup are two of the newer purebred Aberdeen- 
Angus operations in the country. We say newer because these two 
herds have only been in operation since 1949 and 1950 respectively. 
However, in this short period of time Bill Anheuser and General 
Sverdrup have put together herds that are very strong in breeding, 
deep in quality and high in championship character. 


The other day we were able to stop and visit with both of these 
breeders, look over their farms and see their herd sires, brood fe- 
males and up-coming calves first hand. In the following para- 
graphs we would like to describe to you these operations, treating 
each as a separate unit. 


Oldest of the two herds is Triple-A-Ranch located two miles 
east of Jonesburg, Missouri, on U. S. Highway 40. Bill’s interest 
in Angus cattle was first stimulated in 1949 when he began pur- 
chasing females at various sales around the country. He soon found 
the need for a farm of his own so followed up in March of 1950 by 
buying the 725 acres that now make up the Triple-A-Ranch. Since 
that time he has continued to buy top quality cattle of outstanding 
families from most any of the large and small herds of the country 
that you would care to name. Of the popular families Bill and his 
farm manager, Kale Workman, seem partial to the Blue Blood 
Ladies and Edwinas, although the 
herd contains any and all of the 
most popular tribes. 


Probably the most substantial 
contributor to the growth and 
prominence of the Triple-A herd is 
the chief sire, Envious Bardolier 
3d, the 1949 International Junior 
Champion bull which Bill purchased 
in the El-Jon Farms’ sale in 1950 
for $36,000. A major problem in 
any herd is to get type and uni- 
formity and from the looks of “En- 
vious” calves he is doing an excel- 
lent job along both of these lines.

Since 1951 the number of brood females 
in the Triple-A herd has more than doubled 
from 60 to an estimated 130 head. The cow 
herd is wintered in the open with plenty of 
protection in the timbered pastureland, Only 
when snow is predicted are cows brought in 
to calve in the barn. 


About 250 of the

silage, 60 into oats and 120 into timothy and 
lespedeza hay. The remainder is in perma- 
nent pasture of brome, fescue, orchard grass 
and alsike, Six large and two smaller lakes 
are scattered about the farm with anothe 
lake going in this spring. Drainage is divid- 
ed on the farm with the flow into both the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 

Kale Workman has 
Triple-A for the past three years, He comes 
by Angus cattle naturally as his father, 
Johnson Workman, has been in the business 
since 1910, Kale showed as a boy with Sun- 
beam Farms, went to Tolans on feeder car- 
loads, took out Tolan’s show cattle from 
1930 to 1935, went with Congdon & Battles 
till their 1937 dispersion, with the Guttridge 
estate till closed, then farmed with his dad 
till 1950 when he came to Triple-A. 


been manager at 


General Sverdrup’s Hillside Farms opera- 
tion was founded in 1950 when he purchased 
160 acres just west of Washington, Mis- 
souri. He added a second farm, a short dis- 
tance away, in 1952, This purchase made 
another 270 acres for a total of 430 acres. 
About 100 acres per year go into alfalfa 
with the rest in improved pastures which 
support a breeding herd of some 125 fe- 
males. These pastures include brome and 
orchard grass along with a small amount of 
ladino, timothy and fescue. Last year the 
deep soil produced four cuttings of alfalfa 
at four tons per acre, Lakes and ponds are 
being constructed in a program of general 
landscaping and conservation that is well 
underway. 


Similar to Triple-A-Ranch, the breeding 
herd is not “babied” with only extreme 
weather forcing calving indoors. 
Artificial insemination is the rule rather 
than the exception in thig efficiently han- 
dled herd managed by Dave Shanks who is 
assisted by William Ragland, cattle super- 
intendent. Dave, prior to taking over the 
managership of Hillside Farms in October, 
worked for 15 years with Ben Williams in 
his Hereford operation. (Dave, however, is 
like a number of cattlemen in the surround- 
ing territory who have been converted to 
Angus cattle through General Sverdrup’s 
efforts.) Bill Ragland has been at Hillside 
for the past two and a half years while 
Leonard Jasper, farm superintendent, has 
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females 


been on the place since it was purchased in 
1950. 

General Sverdrup began buying Angus 
cattle immediately after he had purchased 
the first farm but soon found he was off on 
the wrong foot. Selling all but one animal 
he reentered the business but this time with 
an eye on good quality and top pedigree, 
items he had neglected in his first start. 
Since then he has assembled an outstanding 
herd of deep bodied, typy females headed by 
Empress of Shadow Isle, the 1951 Interna- 
tional Grand Champion Female. A smart 
looking daurhter of Prince Erie of Sunbeam 
she was purchased by the General in Shad- 
ow Isle’s 1951 sale for $21,000, In sale after 
sale around the country the General has 
since followed the same trend—that of se- 
lecting the best. The herd today contains 
the majority of popular families but the 
emphasis has been on quality and uniform- 
ity with special attention paid to milk pro- 
duction. In looking over the brood females 
as well as the young calves on our recent 
visit we could see “the proof of the pud- 
ding.” 


The chief herd sire and the gentleman 
that is doing an excellent job of breeding at 
Hillside Farms is Prince Erie Barbarian, a 
grandson of Prince Eric of Sunbeam sired 
by Brad’s Prince Eric. The General pur- 
chased him at private treaty from Bradley 
Angus Farms, Calhoun, Missouri. A smooth 
fleshed bull on very short legs, he is com- 
pact and thick throughout and is getting 
the type of calves that would look good in 
any herd. During the brief period he was 
on the show circuit, before being put into 
heavy service, he was Junior and Grand 
Champion at the Ozark Empire Fair and 
Junior and Reserve Grand Champion at the 
Missouri State Fair in 1951, Last year one 
of his sons was Junior and Grand Champion 
at the Ozark Empire Fair and Junior Cham- 
pion at the Missouri State Fair while an- 
other was first prize junior bull calf at both 
events. 


In addition to Prince Eric Barbarian, four 
other sires are included in the Hillside 
Farms’ herd bull battery: Prince Eric of 
Hillside, Prince Eric Shadow Isle 30th, 
Prince Eric Shadow Isle 54th and General 
of Hillside. All, with the exception of Gen- 
eral of Hillside, are sired by Prince Eric of 
Sunbeam, General of Hillside, a year and a 
half old son of Prince Everbest SSS 11th, 
was almost lost as a yearling but is now 
recovered, An excellent type sire he carries 
a good head with plenty of breea character, 
is short coupled and meaty. A young sire 
that should be worth watching in the future. 


Hillside Farms started showing on the 
circuits last year with only a few head but 
are planning to take to the road in a big 
way this coming year, The General pointed 
out that he feels the people should know the 
kind of cattle Hillside Farms have—and 
from where we stand it looks as if they'll 
be winning plenty of blue ribbons.

When it came to Blakeford G. R. Eileen 
560th it was only natural to get together 
the representatives of this family for a 
three generation picture. If she had done 
nothing else but produce Shadow Isle Prince 
lith “the Edna Eileen cow” would have 
made more than her share of history. But 
she has produced other herd bulls as well. 
Her son, Shadow Isle Prince 11th, was be- 
ing groomed to follow Prince Erie of Sun- 
beam, and there are show calves on the 
ground by him, When all of the Edna Ei- 
leens were lined up they made a most im- 
pressive display of the producing value of 
one good cow, It is not a new strain of cat- 
tle, going back to Black Eileen, who pro- 
duced Eileenmere 4th, but it has been a 
good one. 

Pointed out in the show barn was an 
Elaine senior yearling show heifer and a 
short time later we saw her dam, Elaine 
of Shadow Isle. It was mentioned that ev- 
ery calf she has dropped has been a mem- 
ber of the show herd. Among the young 
things in the show herd was a two-year old 
heifer, shown successfully last year, that is 
truly a great female. Her mother was point- 
ed out, nursing another heifer calf that will 
end up in some one’s show barn, The boys 
told me that these were Brookside Elines, 
the dam being a daughter of Eileenmere 
487th. Here again was the evidence of the 
value of an outstanding female to mate to 
good bulls. 

Of the many dams of famous cattle in 
the Shadow Isle herd another must be men- 
tioned—Blackcap Empress 195th, A daugh- 
ter was the International grand champion 
female in 1951. A three year old daughter 
by the International champion, Prince Sun- 
beam 249th, was pointed out. There is a full 
brother of the champion heifer in the bull 
barn, and the foundation Empress cow has 
a heifer calf at side by Prince Eric. 

It is hardly fair to single out the cows 
mentioned and not devote space to founda- 
tion representatives of the Black Jestress, 
Maid of Bummers, Georgina, Gammer Bar- 
barosa, Hartley Eline, Blackcap Bessie and 
other great producing cow tribes found in 
the Shadow Isle herd. A combination of 
both limited time, and space, forbids.

Secretary Dave Canning in his report 
showed that the Virginia Aberdeen-Angus 
Association has 1,085 paid-up members. 
Revenue the past year exceeded expenses 
znd the annual reports shows that the As- 
sociation has over $26,000 in the bank in 
addition to owning its own land and build- 
ing clear of encumbrance, The Association 
sponsored 17 sales in the state during 1953, 
and three sales out of the state. Two com- 
mercial sales were held featuring register- 
ed cattle of less desirable type and plain 
pedigrees, that cattle selling without iden- 
tification. Two more sales of this type are 
planned for 1954. 

Speakers at the annual meeting January 
16 included Jim Coyner of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association; Lee 
Leachman of Ankony Farm, Rhinebeck, 
New York; Cy Crane, southeastern repre- 
sentative of the Aberdeen-Angus JOUR- 
NAL; Dr. E, E. Haddock, mayor of Rich- 
mond; State Senator Harry Stuart of Leb- 
anon; Colin Kennedy, managing editor of 
the Aberdeen-Angus JOURNAL; and W. E. 
Olson of the National Livestock and Meat 
Board, who also gave a beef-cutting demon- 
stration. 

Friday, January 15, afternoon and eve- 
ning sessions were given over to reports on 
new developments and round-table discus- 
sions of various management problems, One 
discussion, of interest to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, nationally, was led by Dr. Charles 
Kineaid of Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Blacksburg. 
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In co-operation with nine members of the 
Virginia Angus Association Dr. Kincaid has 
set up a progeny testing study, Unlike other 
“bull proving” plans the Virginia test keeps 
in mind that high quality and high grading 
on the market are of equal importance 
along with “weight for age.” In the system 
worked out in the nine Virginia herds, in- 
volving 353 calves in 1953, a bull’s calves 
are rated twice a year for quality and con- 
formation, as well as being weighed, Grade 
counts 50 per cent, weight gain 50 per cent. 

Considerable variation in the combined 
quality-weight score has already been found 
between the calves of different sires. Fur- 
ther tests are needed to allow a breeder to 
more accurately score the breeding ability 
of his herd sire. As one breeder expressed 
it a goal at which to shoot would be an An- 
gus weighing 1,000 pounds at 12 months 
and grading prime. 

Twelve more Virginia Angus herds will 
be in this project in 1954.

INTERNATIONAL CHANGES 
STEER SHOW CLASSES 

Rule changes for the 1954 International 
Live Stock Exposition steer show have been 
mede by a committee of show directors ap- 
pointed by Board President, Jess C. Andrew, 
West Point, Indiana, at the annual meeting 
of the Exposition directors last December. 

The Committee voted to eliminate the 
youngest aged class—the junior calves, born 
after January 1 of the year of the show. 
Small entries in this class, and the fact that 
finished beef is impractical to produce in 
steers that young, were the reasons for 
dropping it. 

This year, steers will compete in three 
age classes, two of them having weight 
limitations, as follows: 


Junior yearlings—steers born between 
January 1 and April 30, 1953. All entries 
in this, the oldest class, will be subject to 
the closest veterinary examination. No steer 
can be shown—regardless of birth date— 
that has more than one pair of its milk 
teeth replaced by permanent teeth, and the 
permanent teeth cannot be advanced 
enough to be in wear. 

The committee is confident that this re- 
quirement, based on studies at several state 
agricultural colleges, will assure no animal 
being shown that is over the upper age 
limit of 23 months. 

Summer yearlings are the next youngest 
class—steers born between May 1 and 
August 31, 1953. Here the maximum weight 
limit will be 1125 pounds. Any steer enter- 
ed in this class, but weighing more than 
1125 pounds, must be shown with the junior 
yearlings. 

The third class is for senior calves—ani- 
mals born between September 1 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1953. An upper limit of 1025 pounds 
is set for this division, and any steer so en- 
tered but weighing more will be switched 
into whichever older class his weight will 
place him. 

Every steer will be ear-punched to pre- 
vent its being re-shown the following year. 

Further, all entries must be certified as 
to age by their breeder and, in the junior 
show, must also carry the signature of the 
exhibitor’s parent as well as that of his 
local County Extension Agent or his Voca- 
tional Agriculture teacher.

She was sired by Maid’s Belmore 489378, 
the sire of the dam of Eileenmere 500th. 
Old No. 12 acquired a new owner early in 
life. This occurred at the same dispersal 
sale that Moritz sold Edwina 7th G. M. 
534304, the dam of Eileenmere 500th, to 
J. Garrett Tolan. 

Grover C. Moritz re-purchased Old No, 12 
in October, 1940, from Scovern & Stewart. 
She was then resold by Moritz to Ralph L. 
Smith in March, 1944, While carrying the 
service of Prince Eric of Sunbeam, Old No. 
12 dropped a heifer calf which later sold to 
Shadow Isle for $2,250, A bull calf by the 
same sire sold to an Ohio breeder for $2,500. 

The late Dr. George Laughlin bought Old 
No. 12 from Ralph Smith in 1946, Then, in 
1948 J. Garrett Tolan bought the entire 
Thousand Hills herd from Dr, Laughlin and 
shortly thereafter dispersed the herd at 
public auction. At the dispersal Grover C. 
Moritz again recovered Old No, 12 who then 
was 12 years of age. 

Long time Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
Moritz estimates, rather conservatively, 
that the produce from Old No. i2 has sold 
well in excess of $10,000 for her several 
owners. She is still in good breeding condi- 
tion and nursing her seventeenth calf, a 

heifer dropped December 20, 1953, which

72 ATTEND CORNELL BEEF 
CATTLE SHORT COURSE

LEGUME INSECTS MAY 
BE PROBLEM THIS YEAR 

Legume insects may take as heavy a toll 
on clover and alfalfa this year as they did 
last year. 


Clarence White, entomologist, University 
of Illinois and State Natural History Sur- 
vey, says farmers can control these insects 
with one application of BHC—benzene hex- 
achloride. 


“With warm, humid weather, parasites 
and diseases will usually kill off weevils, 
spittlebugs and aphids,” says White. “But 
farmers should be prepared to combat an 
outbreak.” 

Apply BHC in middle or late April, The 
proper spray mixture for each acre is three- 
tenths of a pound of the chemical in 10 gal- 
lons of water, Additional applications will 
be necessary if outbreaks of aphids recur. 


Since BHC leaves a poisonous residue,

At Penn State, Mr. Purdy will be in 
charge of all beef cattle work and will 
coach livestock judging teams, W. L. Hen- 
ning, Head of the Department of Animal 
Husbandry, is pleased to announce. 

A native of Harris, (Sullivan County) 
Missouri, Mr. Purdy belongs to a family 
that is famous in Shorthorn circles. His 
grandfather was one of the Purdy Brothers 
whose cattle contributed generously to the 
reputation of the “Show Me” state as a 
source of superior seed stock in Shorthorn 
cattle.

NINE STATES PROCESS OVER 
BILLION POUNDS OF MEAT 

Nine states, boosting their total produc- 
tion an average of nine per cent, each proc- 
essed more than a billion pounds of meat 
on a dressed weight basis during 1953, the 
American Meat Institute reported today in 
an analysis of figures supplied by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. The nine states 
provided about 60 per cent of all the meat 
produced in the nation. 


Iowa, with production amounting to 2,- 
682,797,000 pounds, continued its reign as 
the No. 1 meat producing state, while Illi- 
nois also retained its hold on the runner-up 
spot with a total production of 2,210,715,000 
pounds. 


California, showing an individual produc- 
tion advance of 13 per cent, processed 1,- 
639,686,000 pounds of meat to achieve a 
change in ranking by taking over the No. 2 
position from Minnesota which in turn 
dropped to fourth place with 1,573,592,000 
pounds. 

The five other states bettering the bil- 
lion mark in processing held their respec- 
tive positions of the year before, Nebraska 
accounted for 1,332,722,000 pounds, while 
Texas processsed 1,237,433,000 pounds, Ohio 
1,086,115,000 pounds, Missouri 1,053,974,000, 
and Kansas 1,015,812,000 pounds. 


Iowa, tops in the amount of pork as well 


as in total meat processed, was the only one 
of the nine “over-a-billion” states that proc- 
essed more pork than beef. 

California continued as the No. 1 beef 
producing state with Illinois second, and 
Iowa third, and placed first in lamb and 
mutton production, while lowa ranked sec- 
ond, Nebraska third. Texas produced more 
than three times as much veal as runner-up 
Illinois, and Wisconsin, a close third.

TO STUDY EFFECT OF FEED 
ON BREED IMPROVEMENT 

Dr. M. E, Ensminger, Chairman of the 
Washington State College Department of 
Animal Husbandry, announces that a $20,000 
grant from Swift & Company will enable 
completion of a 10-year animal nutrition 
study, now in its eighth year, Altogether, 
$50,000 has been donated by the meat pack- 
ing company for studies in various phases 
of the project, Dr. Ensminger said. 

The 10-year study, Ensminger explains, 
is being carried on with swine to determine 
the effect of feed on future generations. 
Technically speaking, the project is entitled 
“A Fundamental Study Of The Relationship 
of Nutrition To The Improvement Of An- 
imals For Meat Production Through Breed- 
ing”. The study will also apply to beef cat- 
tle, sheep, and horses, Researchers are seek- 
ing to determine, specifically, the effect of a 
high or low-plane of nutrition on reproduc- 
tion, rate of gain, body type, and other pro- 
duction factors, and the psychological effect 
of ample feed and hunger. 

The project, known as Project No. 807 at 
WSC, is also designed to answer the age- 
old question of whether animals need to be 
highly fitted—stall-fed or placed in show 


shape—in order for breeders to select the 
best dams and sires for breed improvement 
or whether they can be selected in their 
“work clothes” on the farm or ranch. 


Swine—due to their shorter generations 
—will provide the answer to the problem in 
10 years. With sheep, it would take 25 
years, cattle 50 years, and horses 60 years. 
The pigs being used in this 8th year of the 
study represent the sixth generation.
